As Convocation is silenced, there does not ap- 
pear to be any existing tribunal before which a mat- 
ter of Church form could be laid. We lave seen, from 
the practice of the Church, that power to separate 
the services rests with the Bishops, and it will depend 
upon the Irish Bishops to determine whether so great 
and so advisable an improvement cannot be car- 
ried out here, without the interference of a Parlia- 
ment, very many of whose members are avowedly 
hostile to the Church.

We said just now that Indian soil alway 
hen the Russian war began, we were 
alarmed for our supplies of hempand flax. The moment 
we hailed I::dia she sent us such a supply as we never 
had from her before. She is much more fit to grow hemp 
thin Russia is ; and there is no reason why we should 
not obtain all we want. Hemp is grown every where 
now ; and if it were not it would grow cf itself. It is 
planted wide, to produce bhang to intoxicate the 
natives instead of being planted close to produce 
long fibre. Send out a demand for il, and there will 
be settlers who will grow it, as there are to grot 
indigo ; there will be less bhang and more fibre, and 
the cultivator will have the wherewithal to intoxicate 
himself in some other way, at a cheaper rate, if his 
improved condition does not wean him from the habit. 
We need not enlarge on the peril in which our Irish 
and Scotch linen manufacturers are involved by the 
present failure and constant uncertainty of the supply 
Any one who has seen the flax of the North- 
Western Provinces, as grown in the Agricuitural 
Society’s garden at Lahore, will at onée perceive what a 
mine of wealth would be opened to-morrow if we took 
as much pains with flax growing in the Nerbudda valley, 
and many others as with our root crops at home.

SCREW PROPELLERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

Sir,—An article appeared in the Times of the 27th 
inst. e ititled ‘‘ Screw Propellers and their Improvement,” 
which claims for General Sir Howard Douglas the merit 
of originating the idea of a screw propeller for “ reda- 
cing vibration,”’ ‘‘ absorbing the whole propelling force,” 
and *‘ preventing fouling by rigging bawsers,” &c. 

It is with the utmost respect and admiration for that 
distinguished officer that I make the following remarks 
on this claim, and trust that, although claiming the credit 
for another, they may not be considered invidious, as 
they are, to.quote your own very appropriate words, “in 
the cause of trath,” and in the cause of one of those 
‘earnest thoughtful men,’ 
and often for his country’s benefit. I feel confident that Sir 
Howard Douglas will be the first to admit the justice of the 
claim on examining the evidence,and yield to him theeredit 
of originating the idea in question, although precluded 
from making experiments that were at Sir Howard's 
admit that [ am personally inter- 
ested in this matter, being on the eve of introduciny, in 
conjunction with my friend, several inventions and im- 
provements for prupelling, steering, and mancuvring 
war steamers, in which the “ discovery” attributed te 
Sir Howard Douglas forms a prominent feature. 

In 1853, Mr. Richard Roberts, the well-known civil 
engin er, of Manchester, exhibited a variety of his patent 
screw propellersat the mecting of the British Associa- 
tion at Hull, one of which he then described ag his 
“ spiral vane propeller,” adapted to communicate for 
the propulsion 
the power applied to the propeller, and to obviate 
the vibration and consequent loss of power incurred 
by the common propeller rotating in a frame with after 
sternpost, &c.; also to throw off such obstructions as 
weeds, cords, &c. This propeller was submitted to the Ad- 
miralty for inspection in the same year, 1853.and a model 
of it was exhibited at the South Kensington Patent 
Museum, from the opening of that institution until very 
recently ; andin various other places. Ihave sent by 
this post a small model of this propeller, by which 
you will perceive that, though differing in many par- 
ticulars from that of Sir Howard Douglas, the same 
prn-iple and “idea” are involved, only carried out 
There will be, however, this material differ- 
ence in the cifect produced :—Sir Howard’s propeller 
remedies in part the evils attending the ordinary form 
by curving the leading corners of the blades, wiich, it 
is said, “reduces the vibration to the lowest point” 
(that is, as low as it can be reduced with his form of - 
propeller rotating in a stern framing); whereas Mr.’ 
Roberts entirely removes the cause of the evil by using 
a propeller that requires no after sternpost, the vanes 
or blades of which are so formed as to ensure a constant 
and cquable action on the water, and, consequently, 
free from vibration.* 

Again, although the curved edges of Sir Howard 
Douglas’s propeller would be less likely to foul either 
ropes or wreck than the angular parts of the common 
screw, still it is liable. and in. proof of this he proposes to 
arm the trunk with “ powerful sharp knife edges,” which 
are intended to cut adrift a ropeof “ whatever thickness” 
that may foul the propeller; whereas in Roberts's the 
curved blades, or “ spiral vanes,” spring from the fore 
part of tiie boss, close to the trunk, at such an easy angle 
as would immediately throw off either ropes or wreck 
that might be drawn to it, which, in the absence of the 
a‘ter-sternpost, would pass harmlessly away ; in no case 
could they be “wound up on the boss,” as described in 
the article re‘erred to. 9 

The idea of having knives might be well enoug! did 
not chain and wire form animportant part of all ships’ 
rigging, but 1 fear that a chain topsail sheet or tye, or & 
wire backstay getting foul of them, would rather try 
their edge, and probably break them. In no case would 
they be required for Roberts’s propeller, the only chance 
of fouling which would be by backing into wreck, when 
by a few turns ahead, the propeller would be relieved 
from it as a screw is in leaving a nut. It is not my pre 
sent intention to give a further description of this pro- 
peller ; however, proceeding from the source it does is 
at least a guarantee for its being constructed on sound 
mechanical principles. 

If not trespassing too much on your space, permit me 
before I close this Ictter to express my surprise that 
two questions of equal importance with the foregoing as 
regards the efficiency of a steam fleet should have, to 
all appearance, been disregarded hitherto—viz., the com- 
plete defence of the rudder and steering gear from shot, 
and applying some additional or improved means 0 
steering and maneuvring war steamers, Jest in their 
slow evolutions they may be raked and disabled by their 
more nimble, though less powerful opponents.

THE QUEEN'S JOURNEY ‘TO BALMORAL. 

EpDINBURGH, WrpNespay Morninxc.—After arriving ~ 
in Holyrood, shortly after eight o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, the Queen did not again leave the precincts of the 

ace till the afternoon. At four o’clock her Majesty, 
the Prince of Wales, the Princesses, and Prince Arthur, 
and several members of the Royal suite, drove out in 
three open carriages and four as far as Dalkeith-house, 
the seat of the Duke of Buccleuch, about seven miles 
distant, and, returning to town about seven, drove 
through some of the principal streets. The Prince Con- 
sort, in her Majesty’s absence, took a short walk in the 
neighbourhood of the palace. Some preparations had 
been made at the National Gallery in anticipation of a 
Royal visit, but no public place was visited by any of 
the Royal party. 

The Royal dinner party in the evening ‘included the 
Duke of Buccleuch, Sir George Grey, the Hon. Henry 
Fitzroy, First Commissioner of Public Works, and the 
yatious members of the Queen’s and Prince of Wales’ 
howsctetd: .

Princesses and Prince Arthur, the third the ladies of 
the Royal suite and Sir George Grey, and the fourth and 
fifth the gentlemen of her Majesty’s and the Prinee of 
Wales’ suite. As her Majesty left Holyrood a Royal 
salute was as usual fired from the Castle. 

On each side of the military line through the park 
were deep files of spectators, who loudly cheered the 
Royal cortege as it went rapidly past. ‘The station was 
reached a few minutes before nine, and the Prince of 
Wales (who is to prolong his stay at Holyrood till the 
10th inst.) here took farewell ot his august parents. 
The train was then set in motion, and its progress 
through the city westward was viewed by large crowds 
of sp.ctators at every available point.

EXPECTED HOSTILITIES IN BOLOGNA. 

The latest reports from Bologna are of a warlike 
tendency. It is stated that 8,000 men, under the com- 
mand of General Kalbermatten, have marched towards 
Cattolica from Pesaro, and that an attack is expected 
every moment. ‘The Muonitore di Bologna of the 26th, 
without affirming or denying the fact, calls on the people 
to be calm and confident, as the Government is 
prepared to mect any eventuality. It appears 
certain that 2,000 Swiss, with several picces 
of artillery, have arrived within a short distance o 
Cattolica, and the Government have received despatches 
informing them that these are but the advanced guard 
of the Papal troops. ‘These troops are said to be coni- 
posed, not merely of Romans, but of Modenese, who are 
favourable to the pretensions of the duke, Swiss from 
Naples, who have been engaged by the Pope, and Aus- 
trian soldiers, who have been disembarked at Ancona, 
and dressed like the Papal army. Altogether they 
amount to 10,000 or 12,000 men. ‘The Government 
have been further informed that the projected at- 
tack will coincide with the period for holding the 
elections, so as to influence them in a sense favourable 
for the authority of the Pope. On the other hand, the 
Government of the Legations is adopting the most 
energetic measures. ‘The troops of Mezzacapo are full 
of warlike ardour. A messenger is sent off to Garibaldi 
every other day, and that general is gradually advan- 
cing from Ferrara, so as to be ina position to give 
effective aid if the necessity for it should arrive. 
Telegraphic despatches have since announced that 
Mezzacapo has advanced towards Cattolica at the head 
of his treops, and that the elections have taken place 
without the slightest disturbance. 


SUBSTITUTE FoR PRESERVES.—On accoun’ of the ex- 
treme scarcity of fruit, we know the lady re: ders of the 
Mark-lane Express will thank us for con municating 
the following: — The correspondent of an American 
paper says—“A dish of what I mistook for preserves was 
passed to me, which, upon tasting, [ was much. sur- 
prised to learn contained no fruit. The ease with which 
itis prepared, and the trifling cost of the materials, are 
not its chief recommendations, for unless my tasting ap- 
paratus deceived me, as it is not usually wont to do, it 
is emphatically a ‘tip-top’ substitute for apple-siuce, 
apple-butter, tomato preserves, and all that sort of thing. 
Its preparation is simply as follows :—Moderately boil 
a pint of molasses from five to twenty minutes, accord- 
ing to its consistency, when add three eggs, thoroughly 
beaten, hastily stirring them in, and continue to boil a 
few minutes longer, when season with lemon or a litile 
nutmeg.” 

NATURAL Cioruine.---The clothing which grows from 
the bodies of animals is always suitable in quality and 
quantity to the climate and season under which they 
live. In hot climates the coat of quadrupeds is short 
and thin, but it thickens with increasing latitudes, and 
yields soft and abundant fleeces. At the poles it is 
externally shaggy and coarse, internally shorter and 
fine, as in the skin of the arctic bear. How defensive 
is the fur of amphibious animals ; the beaver for ex- 
ample! How abundant and smooth upon birds are 
feathers, shutting up the heat of their warm blood, and 
opposing no resistance to the air through which they 
fly. The birds of very cold regions have plumage al- 
most as bulky as their bodies; and those which live 
much in the water iiave additionally both a defence of 
oil on the surface of the feathers, and their intestices of 
the ordinary plumage filled with delicate down---a bad 
conductor, which abounds particularly on the breast, as 
it, in swimming, first meets and‘divides the cold wave. 
Then there are animals vith warm blood which live 
in the water---for example, tie whak, al, and walrus; 
but neither hair nor feathers oil-d would have been a fit 
clothing for them ; they accordingly derive protection 
from the cold water by the enormous amount of blub- 
ber or fat which surrounds their bodies; it is a non- 
conductor-- - Arnot. -
